Gentlemen of the Council, and 
Gentlemen of the House of Refiresentatives, 


We are assembled at a highly interesting period; a period suc- 
ceeding the most surprising events that ever burst upon the view of - 
an astonished world. The storm of war r, which had overspread the 
hole civilized world, and threatened almost universal ruin, has, by 


is* 
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the ever. nerd sf Omibpoterice; beer suddbiily hashed Wari 
lence. The great commotions, by which Europe was shaken to its“ 
centre have, for a moment, subsided.” The important centest-hy* 
which we were deeply engaged with one of the most potent natans 
of the earth, has been happily terminated; and instead of the Hör- 
rors of war,“ we are surrounded With all the rich bléssings of peace: 
While we behold, most conspicuous, the hand of that Being, who 
* enlargeth, the nations; and straighteneth. them ;" and while eur 
hearts glow with gratitude for the signal displays of his beneffeence, 
in protecting and conductiüg us safély and triumiphantty through our 
late struggle tor the support of our deafést rights and matiomal indes 
pendence; let us look to Hidi for wisdom to direct us in our deliber=~ 
ations, and aid to such a discharge of our legislative duties, as shal“ 
conduce to tlie highest interest of our constituents; ane the best good 
of the Union. 


A time of peace is a time for cool and deliberate reffection, when 
all the angry passions, which are too prevalent in war, ought: to be 
quelled, and when the sufferings and dangers to which we have been 
exposed, together with the causes of those dangers and sufférings,~ 
should be carefully sought, and critically examined, for the purpose 
of avoiding future evils, and ensuring future safety. .Notwithstand- 
ing the European powers now seem tranquil, yet the unexpected. 
and extraordinary changes, recent in that devoted eounitry, justify" 
our fears that new wars may soon arise from some unseen cause}~ 
and put our rights and liberties again in jeopardy: During the calm, 
then, we ought, by an indissoluble union, to be prepared for -ariy^ 
storm. that may arise. i 

I do not design to enter upon an investigation of ‘the causes, pro- 
gress and termination of the late war with Great Britain. Permit 
` me, howeyer, to observe, that no neutra] nation was ever ‘more cau- 
tious of giving offence to belligerent powers, than were the United ~ 
States; and no nation that had the least confidence in its strength to 
oppose, ever suffered so long, such flagrant abuse of its rights, 
without resorting to arms. But when the love of peace could no 
longer restrain its votaries from assuming an attitude to defend their 
sacred rights, and the nation's honor, the constituted authorities of 
our country declared a war whieh has progressed and terminated in 
such a manner, as has wholly disappointed the proud expectations 
of our enemy, and, in the view of the world, shed a lustre on our” 
national character, which I hope no future disgrace. may tarnisit. 


The nations ef Europe, after suffering an almost incalculable :de- * 
struction of property, after drenching the earth with blood, and 
clothing their fields with carnage, have sunk down under govern- 
ments no less despotic, with immense additional burthens. Aided 
by protestant powers, the Pope is again restored, and Spain again” 
groans under the terrors of the Inquisition. France is degraded to 
a state of wretchedness, unparalleled, except in Poland; for, not- 
withstanding the pledge of kings, that, when Napoleon was’secur- 
ed, France should remain unmolested in the enjoyment of her liber- ‘ 
ties and independence; yet, when that object was accomplished“ 
royal faith was violated, and the strong-bolds of the kingdom put 
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3h possession ot foreign mercenary troops, who strip the Inhabitants 
oftheir wealth, and spread devastation and terror through that 
opulent, polished, and late powerful nation; while their stupid 
monarch sits quiet on his throne, without the least exertion to pre- 
serve his own honor, or any seeming concern for the interest and 
‘the happiness of the people over whom he nominally reigns. 


If, from beholding the unhappy state of Europe, we turn our eyes 
to ill-fated Asia, there we behold despotism and misery reigning 
triumphant. Even in that vast and populous territory, Which has. 
been subjected to the British government, so far are oppression and 
superstition from being exterminated by England’s boasted leve of 
liberty and religion, that the chains of cruelty, ignorance and idola- 
try are rivited by the hand of that nation which is almest worship- 
ped for its professed christianity. Idols and idol priests are sup- 
ported by the British government of the Indies, and a revenue drawn 
by that government from the collection of a tax levied on those de- 
luded pilgrims, who go to worship, and frequently to sacrifice them- , 
selves in-blind devotion to their lifeless gods. 


I do not mention these things thinking that they have any imme- 
diate cannection with the business.of this legislature ; but, that we, 
by reviewing the wreck of nations, and the horrors of despotism, 
may the higher prize, and more carefully guard the rights, and 
firmly support the principles of a free, equal, and happy govern- . 
ment. Ofall the nations of the earth, the United States, alone, are 
left to support a government, whese basis is equal liberty, and whose 
sovereignty is the wil! of the people. While, then, we behold a 
world in chains, and consider that we belong to the same mass of 
being of which other nations are composed, ought we not to be jeal- 
ous of our rights, and suspicious of usurpers ? 
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From what has already appeared, is it uncharitable to say, that the 
same restless ambition, which has subverted former republics, and 
which ever grasps at power, regardless of right, now rankles in the 
very bosom of our country. Then, as faithful guardians of the peo- 
ple’s rights, ought we not carefully to watch over our own hearts, 
check every inordinate desire, and be vigilant. and active, lest the 
subjects of that aspiring ambition should overturn the fair temple 
of liberty, and ride into unlimited power, over the crumbling mon- 
uments of freedom, erected at the expense of the blood of our he- 
rots? Our rights and independence cannot be too well guarded ; 
for though few will openly declaim against a republican form of gov- * 
ernment, as being the most happy, while the people continue tran- 
quil among themselves, and undisturbed by foreign wars—yet, ma- 
ny have presumed to affirm, that it is too weak, and too tardy in its 
operations, to protect its citizens against domestic iusurgents, or 
foreign invaders. But we have seen, by experience, the fallacy of 
such assertions ; for in the late contest, the strength of our govern- 
ment has been amply proved, even at a time when party spirit pre- 
vailed to as high a degree, as an enlightened populace would admit, 
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Although, in the first stages of the war, owing to a long interval 
of peace, which it was the interest and the happiness of our goverü- 
ment to cherish, until safety forbid, we were destitute of such expe»: 
rienced officers and disciplined troops, as seemed requisite to meet 


. the well tutored hosts of one of the most formidable nations in the 
world, whose perpetual wars keep her in constant readiness for any 


ES 


new military enterprize ; and notwithstanding we suffered some 
disasters through the failure of a few, who did no honor to their 
commissions, yet, in a short period, was our army so officered and 


- disciplined, that whenever the enemy came in contact with an equal, 


and often an inferior number of our troops, he was compelled to 
yield the palm of victory, and either surrender, or retire from the 
scene of action, confused, disgraced and abashed. Witness our Íl- 
lustrious victories near the shores of Erie. Even our militia have 


` trampled on the fading laurels of British prowess. What was the 


state of Proctor in the west? Let Harrison reply. Where is that 


formidable army that invaded from the north? Let Provost inform. 


Where are the boasting legions, flushed with European victories, 
that assailed the south? Let England answer witha sigh ; let Jack- 
son point to their relics ; while the faithful page of history records 
their doom ! 


Our naval victories have been no less conspicuous. On the o- 
cean, and on the lakes, our flag has waved triumphant over Britaln’s 


wounded pride, and expiring naval glory. 


In the Mediterranean, the brave Decatur, and his gallant fellows, 
with but a part of their little squadron, have, in the space of a few 
days, humbled the Dey of Algiers, and compelled him to accepta 
peace dictated by the victor. This, several of the great naval pow- 
ers of Europe, have frequently attempted in vain. 


Who, then, but with a blush can speak of the weakness of our 
government, to withstand foreign invasion. : 
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And has it not proved equally adequate to the suppression of is- 
surrection? Has not every former faction been crushed in its first 


' overt acts of opposition? And where is that most formidable of all 


factions, which threatened the dismemberment of the Union, or the 
total subversion of our constitution and government? Although it 
was long disseminating its poison, and originating its plans, it per- 
ished at last in embryo. Happy for its supporters that it ended in 
resolutions and declamations ; for, had their threatened hostilities 
actually commenced, they would have been trampled in the dust, by 
the very people they were endeavouring to allure to ruin. 


I do not make these remarks with a design to revive and strength- 
en those party prejudices, which unhappily éxist among us, but to 
increase our confidencé in thar government which wè have adopt- 
ed, and to excite our energies to counteract every attempt to over- 
throw it, for I well know that a republican government tests, prin- 
cipally, on the union of the people. A union formed and maintain- 
ed, for'the support of rational hberty, both civil and religions, is an. 
object so dear to mey that I have not faile to récommend it on all 
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.auitable occasions ; and hope ever to recommend it by,gorreapond- 
jog exampie. AO 


Y rejoice that we have been so far united, that the constitt mof 
this as weli as that of the United. States, has survived the, vidlence 
of the storm, and defied the threatening surges of thé times. When 
the citizens of this state saw an attempt at such am altératian in their 
„Gonstitution, as would remove the election and accountability of ma- 
-ny ci their officers, at a greater, and truly. dangerous distance from 
them without distinction of party, they rallied round, the standard 
of their liberty, and in the exercise of their sovereignty, secured the 
happy form and principles of a government, whose peculiar bles- 
sings they had long enjoyed. I. am far from believing that any hu- 
man government is so refined as to admit of no improvement; yet, 
amendments should be made in a time of general tranquility ; when 
„the passions.and prejudices of the- people are at rest; when they 
can enter upon the most cool and deliberate investigation; ànd then 
should they proceed with the utmost caution; for, when a right 1s 
once surrendered, it is seldom  regained. but by wading through 
scenes of blood, and even then, too frequently, the most desperate 
efforts are in vain. The struggles of France, in her first revolution, 
to emancipate herself from the galling chains of despotism, are an 
awful lesson to the world; and should teach us the danger and fol- 
. ły of neglecting our rights, even while in the most quiet possession, 
lest, by our supineness, we lose those inestimable blessings, which 
we have been able to retain, through the difiiculties and dangers of 
war—for the aspiring and ambitious, are ever ready to grasp the 


rights and privileges of the people, the moment they are within 
_ their reach. 


Not having of late been engaged in the business of legislation, 
and fearing that I have already trespassed upan your patience, I 
shall not attempt, at this time, to point out such alterations and a- 


mendments in our laws, as the change of times, and other causes, 
may require. 


The education of our youth is an object of such importance, that 


it cannot fail of exciting your attention, and receiving your fostering 
, care. 


; Inthe full and prosperous tide of commerce, I trust you will not 
neglect our infant manufactures, which, if rightly improved, cannot 
fail to increase our wealth and real independence. l 


I shall at all times firmly rely on your cordial support, in the faith- 
ful discharge of the arduous duties that devolve upon me. And 
having endeavoured to impress your minds with a due sense of the 

responsibility, that rests on the representatives of a free people, I 
entertain the highest confidence in your wisdom and integrity, to 
perform every legislative duty, and especially to supply the various 
offices within your jurisdiction, by the appointment vf such persons 
as are lovers'of justice, and suitably qualified to fill their several 
Stations so as shall conduce to the safety and happiness of individu- 

als, as well as the honor and interest ol the state.

All such communications as I may receive, for your considera- 
tion, either from the general government, from sister states, or any 
other source, will be seasonably laid before you.

Zo the Honorable the Legislature of the State of Vermont. 


The Visitors of the State's Prison beg leave respectfully to repree 
sent, that, whereas, it is understood, that some doubts bave arisen in 
the minds of the Honorable Legislature, ag to the propriety, or nes 
cessity of the expenditures, which have begn incurred. in the man- 
agement of that institution, the undersigned have thought proper fo 
lay before your honorable body ihe following statement of facts, 
viz. ` 
That, at the commencement, all was necessarily a business cf ex- 

periment, and, of course, attended with much expence, without the 
possibility of realizing any adequate returns: different branches 
were tried, which, of course, required different overseers and di- 
rectors, end ereatiy enbanced the trouble and expence. At length 
business was simplified and tne trouble and expence considerably di- 
minished, by confining the attention of the convicts principally to 
one branch, viz. weaving. This has been feund, on experiment, to 
answer the most sanguine expectations. l 

In 1812 much money was necessarily expended in buildings, and 
the institution was left in debt near $4000 ; which rendered it nee 
cessary to draw from the 'Lreasury, at the commencement of 1813, 
the whole sum allowed by law, viz. $5000, in order to meet the des 
mands, and to provide for the then current year. The debts due, it 
must he remembered, were ol) estimated in current money, and the 
money drawn was all in Vermont bills, aud was paid out at from 12 
to 17 per cent. discount. Of course, the sum drawn byt little more 
than paid the debis. l 

At the close of 4813. the concerns of the prison stood much bet- 
ter. Debts to a considerable amount were due. Property to a 
grear amount was ou hand; and the institution was but little in 
debt, so that in 1814, only $3000 were necessary to be drawn from 
the treasury. Nor would even this sum have been necessary, could 
the property on hand have been sold, or the debts then due to the 
institution have been collected. But, unfortunately, the State had 
made no provision by law for enforcing the collection of demands in 
favour of this establishment. 

At the close of the year, 1814, the property delivered over to the 
Contractor, and the debts in favour of the institution amounted to a- 
bout $4000. But the same regsons which rendered it necessary to 
draw money. at the commencement ef that year, rendered it necessa- 
ry also to draw again. But $2000 only, were drawn ; and this sum 
was found'sufficient for the present year, (tho' being in New-York 
biils, it was subject to a considerable discount) and there now re- 
mains on hand, to be carried over to the next year’s account, in pro- 
perty & demands, which are esteemed to be good, about $6000. Be- 

“sides, the rescurces are now much greater, and the earnings of the 
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Avers more deitat and more considerabfe in amount; White tte 
#@xpences will be 6üt Inde entianced, as fio additional guard will B 
required. [r may therefore, be fairly calculated, that no further 
drafts on the treasury will be necessary for the ensuing year; but 
that the earnings of the convicts, togettier with tlie property on 
Band, will hereafter, he more than sufficient to defray all expences 
incident to che füt&re support of tle establishmant. 


The undersigned feel it a duty to themselves and to the public, 
furthermore to add, tha: during the two or three last ycars, considere 
sible iniprovements, in their opinion, have been introduced; calculate 
ed to advance the comfert of the prisoners, ttie fruits of their indus- 
try, and he economy ofthe establisiment. The atterding Physi- 

‘cian fouud some alterations necessary in the hospital department, 
which have accordingly been made. Stoves in the allies leading to 
fhe cells, were foitid indispensably necessary for their health. Dur- 
ing the winter season. the walls inside were covered with frost; 
going from their warm work-shops to their cold cells, proddced dis- 
Suse and death. Stoves were therefore introduced. Totiacco also 
Has been dean in small quantities, to those wlio have been accuse 
med te use it, asanotlier means of preserving their health and thei? 
Aris; and they Have richly paid for these trifling comforts, in 
their alitional Jahour, at well asin their gratitude and fidelity. We 
fiéed only merno as proof, that in one year, 1813, and that too the 
host sk Sly ohe we have Known, and when the prisoner’ Had thei? 
full share , i tbe general calamity, abeut sixty three being their avere 
age nun.bet, and- many of them did and feeble, they produced, by 
Metr industry, nearty $7009: 


Again in- the coritractor’s department they have introduced, as 
fhey hurnliiy conceive, a considerable improvement and saving tă 
the State. This, however, was not affected until the last year 
Heretofore, the contractor rectived the goods at cost, and received 
the profits himself; and such-articles as he furnished from his store, 
as tea, sugar, &c. for the keeper’s house, and tools, &c. for the la- 
Bourers, were all charged at the retail price; thus receiving a 
handsome profit both ways, and he having a commission of 5 or 600 
dollars per atinum for doing the business. The consequence was, 
that such articles, as would not thus sell, were kept on hand, to be 
fürped over to the next years“ account; and thus, year after year; 
till the commencement of 1815 ; when some articles were found 
still on hand, which were manufactured the first year of the estab: 
Ushment's going into operation. The business is now differently 
eonducted. The contractor has the salary as before, and the profits 
all belong to the State. What will not sell to profit, is disposéd of 
for what it will bring, and the articles purchased are, far as practi- 
cable, by the quantity, and at the wholesale prices. 


The undersigned are happy to add, that they have foun? great 
benefit resulting from these arrangements. The prisoners are more 
healthy, comfortable and indüstrious ; and their conduct is gener- 
ally unexceptionable. Were it not iora few bad men ameng therti, 
So such thing as punishment would have been known in the prison: 
and the saving produced in the eontratter’s department is very co 
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siderable. They therefore hope that these arrangements and altera- 
tions may so far meet the approbation of the honorable Legislature, 
as to be continued till something better can be devised. .

To the Honourable General al Assembly, NOW sitting. 


The undersigned, Quarter-Master General of the State of Ver- 
mont, respectfully reports: That, after executing bonds, agreeably 
to the provisions of the act appointing a Quarter-Master General, 
and to the acceptance of his Excellency the Governor, being notifi- 
edby Lieut. Bangs, of the ordnance department, that there were 

some field pieces in the United States’ arsenal at Gibbonsville, for 
sale. I repaired to Woodstock, and drew from the Treasurer’s of- 
fice the sum of $ 2500, and immediately went on to Gibbonsville, 
fer the purpose of making a purchase. On my arriva], and afier 
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thorough examination; found the runs, offered for sale, were bad and 
unfit for service, consequently declined making a purchase. Coi. 
‘Wadsworth, Commissary General of the ordnance department, in- 
formed me that there was no cannon foundary in operation north of 
the city of Washington, and that, he was satisfied, I should not be a- 
ble to obtain any guns, suitable for artillery, for he had made dili- 
gent enquiry and found none but refuse guns offered for sale. He 
also informed me that the State of New-York had made applica- 
tion to Messrs. Stafford & Spencer, of Albany, requesting them to 
establish a cannon foundery, for the purpose of casting some heavy 
iron guns, for harbour defence. From this information, Y was in- 
duced to c all on Messrs. Stáfford & Spencer, who informed me they 
had in eontemplation to establish a cannon foundry in the spring, 
andifthey concluded to do it they would cast what guns migbt be 
wanted by the State of Vermont ; and they should very soon decide 
and would give me notice on my return. Col. Wadsworth inform- 
ed me, that Messrs. Benjamin Hanks & son of Gibbonsville, had, 
previous to the declaration of war, cast brass six pounders for the 
State of Connecticut, and thought it highly probable they might a- 
gain be induced to engage in that business. I called on those gen- 
tlemen, and found they would not undertake, in consequence of the 
scarcity of materials to cast brass guns, at any price which I should 
feel warranted in purchasing at ; consequently, I made no contract. 
On my return from Albany, I requested a friend of mine in Boston, 
to make diligent enquiry if any guns, suitable for field artillery, 
could be purchased in that place. His answer was, that none buti- 
ron guns, calculated for naval service, were offered in their mar- 
kets. Shortly after, I received from Messrs. Stafford & Spencer, a 
letter, in answer to my propositions, of which the following is s 
copy, (without date, received in February, A. D. 1815): 


SIR, 

We have this moment the pleasing intelligence of a peace 
having been signed at Ghent, on the 24th of December, and approv- 
ed by the Prince Regent, on the 29th ; aud sent to this country, (in 
the British sloop of war l'avourite) which hzs arrived at New York, 
for ratification. We sball decline making cannon at present, not 
having been Able to obtain satisfactory encouragement from our 
State.

STAFFORDS & SPENCER. 


In the month of January, previous to my attempting to ceuclude 
any contracts for guns, I made a communication to the commander 
in chief, and to each of the Major Generals in the State, requesting 
their opinion respecting the propriety and expediency of purchasing 
brass guns, in lieu of iron, for the use ofthe State. Those who 
gave an answer, apnd such other military gentlemen as I had an op- 
portunity of consulting on the subject, were decidedly in favor of 
brass guns. From these considerations, and being myself fully im- 
pressed with the propriety of purchasing brass instead of iron guns, 
{nu specific directions having been given by the legislature respec- 
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tig the metal or caliber ofthe guns to be furnished) I was induced, 
in a reasonable time after the news of peace, when. I considered the 
markets fairly regulated, to make another attempt. to obtain brass 
guns at a fair price.. -I accordingly, on. the 26th.June, wrote Messrs. 
Benjamin Hanks & son, requesting them ‘to give me the best terms 
for brass guns of the first quality. I received the, following an-

Sin, l — * 
I received your letter, dated June 26th inst. concerning brass 
guns. I this day called on Capt. Campbell, who superintends the 
U. States’ arsenal, to show me some brass four pounders. lexam- 
ined four French pieces of the caliber of four pounders, there were 
no English pieces of that caliber in the arsenal; I found the leogth 
of the chase of the four pounders to be 4 feet 7 inches, and that of 
the English sixes to be 4 feet 3 inches and 70-100 ; the French 
four pounders were longer tban the English sixes by 3 inches 
36-160 ; the caliber of a four pounder 3 inches aid 33-100: 
Captain Campbell informed me that the proof charge of a 
four pounder was 2 1-2 lb. and a single shot. I would wish to 
know the length you would wish to have them, and the exact quan- 
tity of powder and ball for the proof, so that I may calculate the 
thickness of the metal. at the brich, and the number you would wish 
to have made. As soon as I can have your directions, Y. calculate to 
begin to mould them, and complete them soon. The price will be 
fifty cents per pound, you being at the expense of powder and ball. 
to prove them. ; "

To the above letter Y made the following reply. 


Vergennes, 10th July, 1815. 
Dear Sir, ' 

I received you?'s of the 29th ultimo, requesting me to in- 
form you the precise dimensions I wished the brass guns cast. I 
have consulted military gentlemen of experierce onthe subject, 
and have finally concluded to have six pounders instead of fours, as 
Y presume there can be no great difference in the weight ; and Y 
find four pounders are very little used—they are almost entirely dis- 
catded by thearmy. A suitable length for the chase, I think, would 
be foar feet four or five inches ; tbis will be something longer than 
English and shorter than French guns. The caliber of the guns I 
wish to correspond preciscly with those used by the United States. 
Lam notat all desirous of imitating English or French guns, if 
they differ from ours. Recent experimepzs, I think, ought to sat- 
isfy us of the correctness of the caliber of our guns ; the weight of 
each I presume will not differ materially from 500 lb. Of the preof 
charge I cannot speak with certainty, I am not aufficiently informed 
on the subject to say precisely what it ought to be; should Colonel 
Wadsworth be with youatthis time, you will have no difficulty in 
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ascertaining the proper proof charge, and with his decision I will 
ue governed. 

I wish yon to cast four pieces of T six pounders, provided you 
.can warraat them good, at fifty cents per lo. I shall receive none 
‘but those of the first quality. The State of Vermont have been 
heretofore ; imposed on, in the purchase of guns; I am determined 
the imposition shall not be repeated, while I have any agency in pro« 
viding them. If you can cast them on these conditions, please to 
proceed immediately, and without further notice or directions, as I 
want them soon if at all. *

To the foregoing communication I received the following reply. 


Gibbonsville, August 1, 1815. 
JDear Sir, l 

I received your letter of July 10th, concerning guns. Yourequest 
me to make four six pounders of brass, not to exceed 500 lb. each. 
I this day examined several brass six pounders, both American and 
English at the arsenal, the weight of the English brass sixes was 
574 Ib. the American sixes, weight 666 lb. I cast sixteen brass six 
. pounders for the State of Connecticut, and sixteen for the State of 
New-York, the weight of each was about 650 lb. some a few pounds 
more, and some less. 

Those guns have been proved and used in the last war, and 
found to answer the purpose they were made for. Ishallendeavour 
to make you guns that will answer the purpose they are intended for, 
and they will weigh about 650 Ib. each. I shall make them by the 
first day of October, if nothing happens extraordinary to prevent. 

The proof charge will be three pounds of powder, a single shot 
and wad. For common service the charge is | 1-2 lb. powder. If 
you find any exception to this statement, write me immediately.

On the third day of October, instead of receiving the ‘guns as E 
expected, I received the following letter:

Gibbons ville, 38th Schtember, 1815. 
Dean Sin, 

We have finished the casting of one of your guns, all of which 
were to have been finished by the first day of October, which is now 
totally out of our power to perform, for reasons, which could not 
have been foreseen or guarded against. The gun we have cast is a 
very fine one, and stands the proof charge ; it is precisely the same 
as those cast for the States of Connecticut and New-York. We 
wish you to come down, immediately, yourself, as we shall not cast 
any more until we see you. We fear the disappointment will be 
great, as you named to us, your term of service would probably ex- 
pire soon after that time. If you wish the remainder cast, we will 
do it, without delay, but shall not attempt it until you come ard ex- 
amine the model of the gun, as the loss to us will be serious, provid- 
ed we proceed further, and you should nettake them of us; as we 
have agreed to furnish them, you will recollect, at the old peace pri- 
ces. * .

On the receipt of this last fetter, i- hastened, without delay, to 
Gibbonsville, for the purpose of obtaining, if possible, the remaining 
three guns ; for I had made certain contracts for the four full sets 
of carriages, apparatus, &c. which were then almost eompleted. 
On my arrival at Gibbonsville, I found the gentlemen bad the maul- 
ding finished for a second gun, but had not been able to procure ma- 
terials for casting it, in consequence of the failure of an arrival of a 
vessel with tin and copper, on whick they relied to complete their 
contract. I persuaded the gentlemen to make one further attempt 
to obtain, on seine conditions, materials to finish the gun which was 
moulded. They succeeded by borrowing in Albany, in small par- 
cels, tin and copper sufficient to make it out. The remaining two 
guns. for which I contracted," and have carriages, ke. suitable. to 
mount them, can be delivered, if required by the State, within thir- 
ty days from the, time notice is given. In sequence of their hay- 
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ing failed to perform their contract by the time agreed on, I do not 
feel myself bound, either in law or honor, to take them. Messrs. 
Hanks & son are, however, on their part bound, by special contract, 
to furnish them, if required by the State of Vermont or their agent. 

Regular returns not having been made to the proper department, 
I am not fully informed of the particular situation of each brigade, - 
but from the best information I have been able to obtain, there are 
at present six brigades desticute of field a.tilery, and some others, 
that have been furnished with iron guns, which are damaged and 
unfit for use. The expense of each brass six pounder, well mount- 
ed, including all the necessary equipage and apparatus, will not dif- 
fer materially from $ 750.

Report, That the facts in this case, which have been laid before 
them, are contained in the following papers herewith inclosed, to wit, 
a communication from the Hon. Judge Farrand, an affidavit of Titus 
Hutchinson, Esq. an affidavit of Sewall Cutting, and an affidavit of 
Barney Richmond, as follows. 


WINDSOR COUNTY, SUPREME COURT, SEPTEMBER 
TERM, 1815. 
STATE vs. SAMUEL E. GODFREY. 


Indictment by the Grand Jury, for that at Windsor, on the 5th day 
of November, in the year of our Lord 1814, he the said Samuel E. 
Godfrey, with force and arms, of his malice prepense, an assault did 
make on one Thomas Hewlet, then and there in the peace of God: 
and the State, being, with a certain knife, which he the said Godfrey 
then had and held. giving him the said Hewlet a mortal wound, of 
which he the said Hewlet languished until the 2d day of December 
the next, and then died of said wound. 

Respondent being put to plead, prayed the Court to assign him 
Counsel. Mr. Marsh and Mr. Hutchinson were assigned him, af- 
ter which he plead not guilty, and on his request had time given 
him to prepare for trial; ahd afterwards, to wit, on Saturday the 9th 
Ed of September, Godfrey was again set at the bar of the Court; and 

2 inry Impannelled in due form for his trial. i 
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, "State's Attorney then. produced records and documents by which 
it appeared; that Godfrey was a prisoner in the State's prison, ir, 
pursuance of a séntence of the Supreme Court, that Thomas Hew- 
jet, the deceased, was Keeper of the State’s prison, and that Thomas 
Rogers was employed by the Visitors, as Assistant Keeper. , 


Thomas Rogers, called as witness and sworn, says, that on the 3th 
day of November, 18 14, he was employed in State's prison as Keep- 
ér of the upper shop. In the forenoon of said day the Superintend- 
ant of the weavers sent to have the cloth in the looms cut out and 

measured. On cutting out and measuring the cloth which Godfrey 
had been weaving, witness said to him, “ Godfrey; you have done 
well.“ « Yes," said Godfrey, I have wove mere than I meant to, 
and in future I will not-weave so much.” Witness then told God- 
frey he would report him for this saying. Godfrey then made som» 
apology saying, that he had said more than he meant to, or some- 
thing to that effect. Witness nevertheléss did report him to the 
Keeper, who said he would take care of Godfrey. Witness then 
went back to his placé; and Godfrey was sent for into the lower 
shop. 


Michael Fagan, sworn—Says, that he gave the order mentioned 
by last witness, for cutting out and measuring the cloth, and that he 
wrote the report fer Rogers which was sent to Hewlet. 


Daniel Phelps, sworn—Says that Godfrey came into the lower 
shop about noon, and told witness that he understood he (Godfrey) 
was reported. - 


Reuben Rice, one of the guard, sworn—Says that Rogers’ report 
of Godfrey was handed to him, and Hewlet came in and took it, and 
said he would attend to it. After dinner, witness went into the east 
wall—saw Hewlet go to call the prisoners to dinner; they went in 
and came out again, and went into the work-shop. Soon after, Hew- 
let and Godfrey came out of the cook-shop, and appeared to be talk- 
ing earnestly—Godfrey went into lower work-shop— Hewlet called 
to Phelps, the keeper of said shop, to turn Godfrey out, saying, he is 
reported and has no business there. Hewlet then turned and went 
towards the hoüse. Witness then says Godfrey came out. of said 
lower shop with a club and knife. Phelps called out, Godfrey has 
got that knife—take it away from bim." Godfrey then made some 
exclamation which witness did not hear. Hewlet turned toward him 
and said, “ If you kill him you kill me." Godfrey replied, By God 
I will be revenged on him,” and went quickly into the upper work- 
shop, out of sight of witness. 


Aretas Blood, zworn— Says, that about one o'clock he saw Hew- 
let and Godfrey stand talking'together. Godfrey went into lower 
shop, and returned soon with club in his hand. Hewlet said some- 
thing which witness did not understand, and Godfrey went into the 
upper shop. 


Daniel Phelps called again Says, after dinner he saw Hewlet and 
Godfrey talking together; Godfrey was in a passion. Hewlet said 


~ 
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to him, * You had better go peaceably to your celi, and the Visitors 
will release you, if you are reported wropgfylly.” Godfrey then 
turned, and went into the lower shop where witggs was. Hewlet 
called to witness to turn Godfrey out, saying he hasno business there, 
‘ie is reported. Godfrey then went to farther end of shop, and took 
a knife from a shoe-nvaker’s bench, and seized a club and made for 
the door. Witness ordered him to drop the knife ; he swore with 
a treméndous oath, that he would kill Rogers, or the first man that 
molested him ; these words lie repeated, and went out of the shop. 
brandishing his club with one hand, and his knife back-handed in the 
other. After he got out witness.called again to him, to drop the 
knife. He repeated the same oath, that he would kill Rogers. 


Hewlet, who had gone towards the house, turned round, and said, 
« If you kill him you kill me,” and followed Godfrey, who run into 
upper shop out of sight of witness.

N. B. The club and knife were both brought into Court, and con- 
Sequently were not described by the witness; the club appeared to 
be tae leg ofa loom bench, and was from an inch and a quarter tò an 
inch & a : zn diameter, and rising two feet in length; the knife, a 
common shoe knife, with a blade of six or eight inches in length, 
and ground down until the point was almost sharp. (These instru- 
ments are described from recollection.) i 


Thomas Rogers called again—Says, that in afternoon of same Sth 
November, he went into upper shop and bad been writing ; saw 
Godfrey come into shop, who said to witness, * God damn you, you 
was the one who reported me“ Witness answered, (c Yes.” God- 
frey then made at him with his club and endeavoured to strike him; 
witness defended himself with his cutlass, and struck Godfrey sev- 
eral times «ith the same. While this was passing, Hewlet came 
into the shop behind Godfrey, and struck him several blows with his 
cutlass. Witness then saw Godtrey make a pass at Hewlet with his 
teft hand, had a glimpse of the knife, but did not then see it distinct- 
ly. Hewlet cried out, You have stabbed me,” and strack Godfrey 
several more blows, and struck the knife out of his hand. Witness 
observed that Hewlet turned palé. Witness staid at prison about 
four wecks—Hewlet appeared in great pain with his wound, and 
was sick at his stomach and puking a great part of his time. Says 
that Godfrey was so wounded in his head that he bled freely. 


Aretas Blood called again-- Says, that he went into the upper 
shop—saw Hewlet, Rogers and Godfrey standing together—God- 
frey in the middle. Hewlet says, “I have got my death wound 
Godfrey has stabbed me with that knife"? Rogers then had the- 
‘knife in his hand— witness took it and saw it was blagdy. 


Daniel Phelps called again— Says that he was with Hewlet until 
he died—saw him led to the house by tw@ men—that he was very 
pale.— From that time unii: he died he was all the time in distress — 
was faint and puking, and never left his room but once, end then 1e 
turned immediately, and died on the 23 duy of December, 1814. 
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` States Attorney then introduced four Surgeons and Physicians, 
namely, Doctors Nabum Trask, Erastus Torrey, Jotham Forbes and 
Isaac Green, the two first of whom attended Hewlet immediately 
after the wound was given, and all of whom attended the dissection 
‘of Hewlet’s body after his death. They all agree in describing the. 
wound as laid in the indictment, and that the koife entered the trunk 
of the body, wounded the small lobe of the liver, and injured the 
‘coats of the stomzch. And they all furtber agree, that the wound 
pade as aforesaid was the immediate cause of Hewlet’s death.

The fespondent introduced no testimony. Mr. Attorney then 
‘read several authorities, defining murder, and showin, the distinc- 
“tion between murder and man-slaughter ; and, after summing up the 
evidence, insisted, that, from the testimony; the jury must find the 
prisoner guilty of wilful murder. 2E 


Mr. Hutchinson, for the respondent, did net controvert the facts 
as stated by the wiinesses, but insisted that it was nothing more than 
mas- slaughter. l - 


The Judge, in charging the Jury, told them that if they believed 
the witnesses, their verdict, in the opinion of the Court, must be 
that the prisoner was guilty of murder. That the Court saw nothing 
in the transaction, to reduce the crime to man-slaughter ; but at the 
same time, toid the Jury, that they had a perfect right to give such 
verdict as to them should appear just. i 


Whereupon, after a sbort consideration, the Jury returned their 
‘verdict, that respondent was guilty of murder. And the responde 
ent was sentenced to be hung, on the 20th of October, instant. 


The foregoing is true statement of the testimony in the forega- 
ing cause, State vs. Samuel E. Godfrey.

I, Titus Hutchinson, of Woodstock, in Windsor-County, being 
requested to give my affidavit concerning the trial of Samuel E. 
Godírey, depose and say, that the testimony of Rodgers, concerning 

the first alledged misdemeanor of Godfrey, is stated in the petition — 
of Godfrey, drawn by me, as correctly as I can state both from my 
minutes taken at the trial, and from my recollection on the subject; 
and I have no doubt but that it is intirely correct. I further say that 
I have examined the statement of said trial, communicated and at- 
tested by Judge Farrand, in which he states that I, as counsel for 
Godfrey, did not contend against the testimony adduced by the 
State's Attorney, or words of nearly that import. I do not know te 
what extent the Judge means to be understood in this particular. 
It is true, I did not contend that any of the witnesses testified to any 
thing which was not true; but Commented on their testimony as 
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supposingit true. But I did contend strenously that there was noth-. 
ing in any of their testimony from which it could be inferred that 
there was any evil meditated by Godfrey against Rodgers, umil af- 
ser Hewlet ordered him to the cell, when his passion quickly hurri- 
ed him through the whole catastrophe. I also contended that the 
evidence was by no means conclusive to the point, that Hewlet died 
ofthe wound inflicted by Godfrey. I do not mean that I gave my 
own opinion of its inconclusiveness, but I held it upto view, endeave 
ouring to point out the part which remained inconclusive, aid on this 
point Í think the Judge's minutes are not very particular. All the 
Physicians and Surgeons who testified, described the appearance of 
the body at the opening, and Doctor Trask testified that he consid, 
ered such a wound necessarily mortal; but the others agreed in say- 
ing that such a wound was not necessarily mortal, but that it might 
prove so in its consequences, and probably did prove so in this case. 
But I think none of them pretended to say with certainty that the or- 
ifice of the knife could be traced farther in than through the flesh, 
but inferred from the inflamatory state of the parts next adjacent to 
the wound, and from the decayed state of the liver, that the knife 
had penetrated deeper than the flesh merely. Edid not fail to draw 
the attention of the Jury to the possibility that these appearances 
might arise from another source and named the case of an abcess 
forming in the liver, and exciting a general inflamation over the 
whole liver. I think the Judge as far as he has undertaken to state 
his charge to the Jury, has stated it correctly ; but a part of his 
charge which excited in me at that time sensations not the most 
pleasant, he has not noticed. What I allude to is this, instead of re- 
peating over to the Jury what the witnesses had testiffed, cither in 
detail or as a summary of their testimony; and leaving the Jury to 
say, what was proved by that testimony, he told the Jury that such 
and such facts were clearly proved, and adhered to that mode of 
expression through the whole summary; and, in the estimation of 
the Judge with regard to what was proved, it was proved that the 
respondent was guilty of murder, and really I thought the Judge 
left but one thing for the Jury to decide, that was, for them to decide. 
whether they agreed with the Judge in his opinion or not. 1 am 
thus particular in naming this circumstance, because it appeared tc 
me at the time, and still appears, thatin a case of this nature, the 
Jury ought to have had the evidence left for them to weigh, without 
their knowing what the opinion of the Judge was upon its weight. 


The testimony left it rather uncertain what the rash expressions 
were which were uttered by Godfrey when going up stairs. Reu- 
ben Rice heard him make a threatening exclamation, but did not un- 
derstand the first expression, nor pretend to relate what it was; but 
he related what Phelps called repeating the expression, in these. 
words, “ By God, I will be revenged on bim." Mr. Phelps, who 
related the expression in the strongest terms of any one, uttered the 
first expression nearly as follows, “I'll be Jesus Christ God damned 
if I do not kill Rogers, or any one that touches me ;” and, he added, 
that Godfrey soon repeated the expression, and went in haste into. 
*he upper shop out of his sight. Hewlet pursuing him. "Then, 
Rogers was called again, and was the otdy witness to the chief that 
s20% place in the upper shop. He testified, that he was abeut die. 
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middle ef the shop, and Godfrey came at him and struck bin wiih 
his club; he struck Godfrey with his sword : while they wers both 
thus striking, Hewlet carpe in, and with his sword struck Godfrey 
several times over his head ; he, Hewlet, standing behind Godfrey. 


That Hewlet the second or third blow struck off (Zodfrey's cap, and 


then wounded Godfrey on his head, so that the blood flowed freely ; 
also, wounded him on the arm. That Godfrey and witness, at the 
same time kept up their striking that Godfrey, while striking wit- 
ness with bis club, partly turned antl gave a back handed blow with 
his left hand at Hewlet, and that he saw the glimps of a knife. ^ That 
Hewlet continued striking Godfrey, and knocked the knife out of 
Godfrey’s hand, and soon said, “ you have stabbed me,” and appeared 
pale, and was helped away to the house. 


There was no evidence, or even supposition, as I ever heard, that 
Godfrey bore any ill will to Hewlet ; or that Godfrey knew who was 
striking him behind. when he gave tbe back handed blow. . 


Judge Farrand, in his statement, described the club, brought into 
Court, as being rising of two feet long ; if I mistake not, I judged 
it to be just about three feet Iong. And further say not.

He struck Godfrey the second time, which 
silenced him, and directly left the shop. After getting down the 
stairs, or part way down, he felt the blood on his legs, which was
